Former President Taft. who probably

candidacy and that of Hiram Johnson, 
Mr. Taft holds that the former is the 
more "regular" of the two. There can 
be no question as to this if we are to de- 
fine orthodox Republicanism in the light

understanding.

Johnson in 1912 was an open insurgent. 
He was a candidate for vice-president on 
a third ticket, splitting the party hope- 
lessly and sealing its defeat absolutely. 
Moreover, the Progressives kept the par- 
ty in a state of division for some years 
afterward and this factional contention 
is still strong beneath the surface. Not 
only this, but in 1912 they reduced it to 
the humiliation of running third in the 
presidential race, the Republican ticket 
carrying but two states, Vermont and 
Utah, Roosevelt, by the way, captured Mi- 
chigan, and this may lend some signifi- 
cance to Mr. Johnson's bij$ victory there 
in the primaries ^his week. 


!f the oiganizafion can forgive Mr. 


Johnson the part he had in its schism ill 
that it-fortunate period of party history, 
it ought to treat Mr. Hoover, who has 
always been a Republican and whose 
much less offense is that he supported 
the Wilson administration while serv- 
ing as controller of foods and joined the 
president in his futile and mistaken ap- 
peal to the country to re-elect a Demo- 
cratic house, Vvith equal leniency. Mr.

1919, or an increase of 228.8 per cent, ami 
a gain over 1918 of even more—275 per 
ceni. 


In (ireater New York the current ag- 


gregate is $21.577,129 against $8,12."M>13 
in 1919, and compares with but $1,328,- 
691 two years ago. Outside of New York 
the estimated expenditures provided for 
under contracts entered into totals $88,- 
056.137, and contrasts with only $26.201,- 
810 in 1919. and $25,500,000 in 1918. 


In the 170 cities in the country at large, 


all but 23 exhibit increases over last 
year. It is impossible to tell how much 
of the increase is due to expansion of 
business, such as factories, office build- 
ings, theatres, etc., but building plans in- 
dicate that there will be a large amount 
of house construction notwithstanding 
costs. In some cities housing corpora- 
tions arc being organized to build in 
quantity at the minimum cost.

As a matter of fact Virginia had a Pur- 


itan governor in 1617 and its population 
included "roundheads" as well as cava- 
liers, many of this people being identured 
servants whose time for the first years 
had been sold. Rut the leading Virginia 
families of a later time having stressed 
the cavalier tradition, Virginians of to- 
day can hardly complain if in conse- 
quence the popular idea expressed by 
the Boston Transcript has prevailed. 
The later Virginia was much more aris- 
tocratic than the earlier, precisely as was 
the case with Massachusetts, which at the 
time when John Adams served as presi- 
dent was largely dominated by aiislocra-

The commander of the American forc- 


es at Coblenz occupies an awkward po- 
sition and one likely to make increasing 
demands upon his (act and judgment. In 
response to congressional inquiry, it has 
been announced by the commander-in- 
chief that our military forces stalioncd in 
Germany "are a I present operating un- 
der the terms of the original armistice 
and the subsequent conventions prolong- 
ing the armistice." 


As we are still technically at war with 


Germany, the American troops in the 
Rhine country are administering their 
portion of territory as provided for un- 
der the armistice terms, but the British 
and French troops are administering ad- 
joining territory under the terms of the 
treaty which their governments have ra- 
iificd and which the t'm'ted Slales has 
nol ratified. Our troops cannot lake or- 
ders from (ien. Foch and are responsible 
only to President \Vils>on. 


The dilliciilly is that (ien. Allen can 


neither recognize nor ignore the Rhine- 
land high commission, which was organ- 
ized by our allies upon their ratification 
of the treaty, to look after the military 
occupation of the Rhine country. Gen. 
Allen cannot avoid relations with the 
high commission, yet is unable to ac- 
knowledg'e its jurisdiction. So he has 
been instructed to do his best, to avoid 
friction, lo sit "informally" with the high 
commission, and yet "make it perfectly 
clear" that the American force is still 
"operating under the armistice"" and is 
"in no way bound by the terms of the 
Rhincland agreement." This is no easy 
undertaking, and there are possibilities 
»»f unwelcome developments in such a 
situation, but il seems lo be the only 
present solution of the problem due lo 
the l-'ict that \\e !ia\e not ratified the 
treaty of peace \\ilh Germany.
